that might have turned the tunnel 
into a deadly gas chamber. 


The vile-smelling yellow fumes 
were drawn out and replaced by 
fresh 
air 
before they cost 
any 
lives. 


At least 23 trucks rumbled to an 


abrupt halt in bumper to bumper 
confusion as a mushroom of fire 
signaled the explosion. They were 
sprayed with flaming chemical and 
damaged or destroyed.

Green Peas 
Ideal for 
Canning 


One of the most.popular veget- 
ables Hempstead county gardeners 
grow for canning and freezing is 
green :peas. Home Demonstration 
Agent Mrs. Lorraine Blackwood re- 
minds homemakers that green peas 
should go straight from the garden 
:o the freezer or the jar for the 
jest preserved .product. 


Reason for this is that 
sugar 


aegins to turn to starch soon after 
peas are gathered, causing them 
to lose their delicate flavor. 


For best flavor she advises se- 
lecting peas with a bright 
green 
color and with a velvet touch. A 
yellowish cast on the pod means 
old peas, and in flat, dark green 
pods peas are immature. 


Whether peas are to be cooked 
or preserved, they should be wash-

Silverfish 
Are Common 
House Pests 


Silverfish are a common house- 


hold pest in Hempstead 
county, 
and are the bane of many a home- 
maker's life. Silverfish eat starch. 
To get it, they eat the paste that 
holds paper to the wall. They eat 
starched 
garments, bookbinding 
and paper. They are especially de- 
structive of ladies' hose. 


Silverfish may breed in some 
favored location and build 'up in 
tremendous number, Home' 
De- 
monstration agent Lorraine Black-' 
wood explains. From there they 
spread all over the house. If their 
breeding quarters can be located, 
control is easy. Otherwise they are 
sometimes troublesome to handle. 


The first step in control is 
to 
locate the favorite breeding place. 
It may be in a box of books, paper 
or old clothes stored in the -attic 
or other out- of- the- way places. 
It should be cleaned 
out 
and 
treated with DDT. If they 
are 


breeding behind wallpaper, the pa- 
per should be stripped from 
the 
wall and the wall treated 
with 
DDT 


The two treatments most effec- 
tive in controlling Silverfish 
are 
poison bait and DDT, says Mrs 
Blackwood. DDT is valuable for 
treating breeding places. Five per 
'cent DDT in oil solution is usual- 
ly used. DDT may also be applied 
to the insides of drawers, cabinets 
and-closets. It is 
usually 
less 
work, however, to use poison bait 
than it is to make a general treat- 
ment with. DDT. Too, the bait lasts 
longer. 


•The following recipe makes 
a 
fiood 'bait for silverfish: 
Oatmeal, 1 tsp., Sodium, three 
fourths tsp. ( sugar, one-half tsp.; 
salt; one fourth tsp.. 
These material are mixed dry 


A teaspoonful .of ,the bait is placed 
in a shallow box and covered light- 
ly with, crumpled paper. One or 
more bait boxes are placed 
in 
each place where silverfish have 
been found. These bait boxes may 
last indefinitely. 


Spacing of 
Garden Plants 
Important 


Hempstead county gardeners are 


finding that proper 
spacing 
of 
vegetables plants is important in 
increasing the quality and quanity 
of produce. Home 
Demonstration 


Agent Mrs. 
Lorraine Blackwood 
explains thinning to the 
desired 
space while plants are still young. 
Failure to thin or a delay in thin- 
ning has resulted in a marked re- 
duction in a crop in several 
in- 
stances in Hempstead county, she 
explained, Growth is> retarded when 
plants are overcrowded. 
Delayed 
thinning may, help, -but a stunted 
plant seldom fully recovers. 


Mrs. Blackwood says that with 
vegetables like leaf lettuce, spin- 
ach, mustard and 
other 
salad 
greens plants may thinned and us- 
ed {or eating. The remaining plants 
should be spaced about 3 "to 4 in- 
ches apart. 


Beets and carrots should also be 
thinned. A good practice with these 
vegetables is to thin the 
planfs 
when they are quite small to a 
distance of about 2 inches. When 
nese have grown to small 
size 
pull every other plant for table 
use leaving the remaining 
root 
vegetables about four inches apart 
Mrs. Blackwood advises thinning 
other vegetable plants 
according 
to their space requirements. 
Hempstead 
county 
gardeners 
have also found that thinning time 
is the ideal time to apply a side- 
dressing of nitrogen. As the rows 
and weeded and thinned, the plant 
rood is worked into the soil to give 
the remaining plants a quick boost 
in growth. 


NewControl 
for Ants Is 
Effective 


New control for ants that Hemp- 
stead county homemakers are find- 
ing effective is the new insecitcide 
known as chlordane. They are find- 
ing that it may be used to destroy 
any nests or to kill ants as they 
enter house, advises Mrs. Lorraine 
Blackwood, 
home demonstration 
agent. 


It is a common occurence 
in 
Hempstead county for ants to in- 
vado houses, get into food 
and 


climb furniture. Injecting a little 
chlordane into nests of ants will 
eliminate the trouble at the source 
she points out. To do this punch a 
hole in the nest with a stick. Then 
pour in 2 tablespoons of 3 
per 


cent or 5 per cent chlordane and 
stamp the hole shut with the heel. 
Mrs. Blackwood 
explains that 
chlordane is somewhat poisonous 
and may be absorbed through the 
skin. For this reason she advises 
those using it to avoid getting it 
on the skin, and to wash with soap 
and water after using the insecti- 
cide. 


Using dusts or sprays along the 
runways of ants will kill them as 
they enter the house. Results are 
slow because more ants keep com- 
ing b.ut eventual good control usu- 
ally results 


A 5 per cent oil solution 
of 
chlordane may be 
sprayed 
or 


painted along runways of 
ants. 
Mrs. Blackwood explains that up- 
on drying, the residue is 
not 


conspicuous and it remains effec- 
tive for two or three weeks.

Peas 
properly prepared, packaged, and 
frozen will hold their bright green 
color. 


Canned peas require very little 
precooking. To can cover 
them 
with boiling water. 
When they 
come to a good boil 
they 
are 
r«ady to pack. 
Pack the jars to 
within one inch of the top 
and 
cover with boiling water. Process 
in a steam pressure cannev at 10
